Your Lordſhips infiſt upoo three inſtances of the breach of 
Treaties, one of the large Treaty, and two other breaches of 
the Treaty, 1643. Asto the firſt, ( which fororders take we 
beginat ) We cannot ſay that it holds forth any convincing 
clearnes tous ; Yeaſo far as we underſtand, the thing where- 
unto the Kingdona of Englend was bound by the Treaty, was not 
inſiked upon by theCommiſſioners of this Kingdom at London, 
but ane alternative, for aſſiſtance againſt the Rebcls by 
Forces or Moneys;z After which the Parliament of this King=- 
dome made a defire of aſſiſtance by Moneys, which the Yarlia= 
ment of Englend promiſed to take into their conſideration ; 
And ſecing your Locdihips in this ſame Declaration wave 
breaches of Treaty in Money-matters, even where the Money 
was due by Treaty, Wee hope your Lordſhips will find it the 
more inexpedient to inſiſt upon the not obtaining of that aſli- 
ſtance by Moneys agaiaſt the rebels, being a way not provi 
ded by the Treaty, 

Concerning the other two breaches which pitch upon the 
Treaty, 1643. Firſt, your Lordſhips ſay, that according to the 
firſt article of that Treaty, the Covenant ſhould have been 
taken by both Kingdomes, but that now by the prevalent par- 
ty of ScAaries and their adherents, it is not only laid afide in 
the new Propoſitions, and no execution of publick O.ders for 
taking it throughout the Countrey, but maoy in places of 
truſt have never takenit,neither are urged to take it, Certain» 
ly ſuch lighting of the Covenant is a great (in againſt Goo, 
and a hizh contempt of the Covenant ;z And itis very fit that 
this Kingdome ſhould delire the Patliament of F»gl:nd to 
preſlc it, not only upon perſons of tru't, but univerſally oa all 
the Subj:As of thar Kingdome : yet we are not convinced of 
any jult ground of War agaialt that Kingdome, in that which 

hath beea 1nſtanced by your Lordſhips, eſpecially conſidering 
that the Covenant was taken by the Repreſeatatives , aw 
other 
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other chief corporations in England, whereupon both the Ge- 
nerall aſſembly , and the Parliament of this Kingdome have 
frequently mentioned in their Acts, Letters, and Declara- 
tions, the Union and conjuntion of both Kingdomes by So+ 
lemoe Covenant z neither are we without hopes, if things be 
carried on in 4 fair and right way, that the Kingdome of &ng- 
lend may be: brought a further leogth in the performance of 
this dutie ; 'Whercot we arc the more confident, becauſe of 
th. famous and frequent reſtimonies given to the Covenant, 
ard againſt the crrours of the trme, by rhe Miniſtry in diverſe 
Provinces in Frgland: As for the lait breach, which your Lords 
hips conceive to be againſt the eighch Article of the ſame 
Treaty, 1643. Wee heartily wiſh, that the joint way of ap» 

licatiors to the King by boti» Kingdomes once begun, had 

n continned, and do eoncetve very much prejudice tothe 

Cauſe by the divided way: or ly. we offer it to your Lord ſhips 
further contideration, whither this breq4ch be not at leaſt dif 
putable, there being no mention atallin that Article of Pro- 
poſal's, Propoſitions,or Bills, but ovly of Ceſſation, Pacification 
and agreement for Peace ; 'Sothatit may juſtly be doubted 
whetber theſending of thoſe Propotalls and Billsto- the King 
Without the conſent of this Kingdome, hath in it that certainty 
and clearnefſe of a breach of Treaty between the Kingdomes, 
as may be a ground of Wars Andif jt be a breach of the Trea- 
ty for either Kingdome ingly and dividedly to fend Propoſiti- 
ons to his Majeſtic. We ſhall crave leave that we may deſire to 
be iriformed,how this confiſteth with that latitude which your 
Lordſhipslcave afterwards in this ſame Declaration inthe man- 
ner of preſenting Bills or Acts of Parliament to the King,for 
your Lord(hips deſire aflurance of his Majeſtie to agree tofuch 
Aas or Bills 4s /2«ll be preſented to him by his Parliaments of both 
or. either Kingdomes, refpe#ive, We might alſo infiſt upon ſome 
Papers aud Propoſitions preſented to his Majeſtie from this

That they call upon your Lordfhips toa duty to Go.D, your 
King and Countrey, and to your opprefled Brethren in Englends 
which your Lordſhips ſpeake more plainly in the.gext Clauſe, 
iving us to underſtand, that thoſe differences or breaches arg 
ich, as if not repared by amicable endeayours, may. otherwile 
neceſſitat this Kingdome to engadge in a War, but: that firſt 
your Lordſhips intend to ſend the three deſires ( next mentt- 
oned in the Declaration ) to the Parliament of England : And 
this is all, the fatisfazon we find 1p 0ur, ſecond defire, which 
was, that according to the Treaties it may be condeſeended uþor, and 
declared by the Parliament, Yohat are thoſe breaches of Peace, which they 
take to be @ groundof War , and that reparation thereof. may be ſought. 
But as we fee no breach of Peace inſtanced /in the Declarati-

Lordſhips, ſcem to be at leaſt debatable z So we hear nothing 
of any reſolution of Parliament, that ſuch. breaches as are, of 
ſhall be condeſcended upon by your, Lordihips, (hall be made 
known and ſent to the Parliament of Fngland,, as we expected 
and they have defired by their Commillivaers; here ; Qaly we 
hear of three deſires to be ſent, ty the, Parliament of England for 
Religionghis Majeltie,and the Gogd and Peace oh, thei Kinge 
domes : Wee conceive *tis the bett and moſt juftihable way 
of proceeding, that publick; as well as private injurics be des 
clared and made known to theſe whom it concerngth ta give 
fatisfation therein. Beſides all;this we fear your Lordſhips 
will hardly avoid a Nationall quarrell againit che Parliament 
of England, if the three inſtances before mentioned be inſiſted 
upon as breaches of Treaty to interre a War ; Becauſe when 
the Houſes were molt free, and when there was no ſuch over» 
awing influence of the SeAaries party, even then they did not 
ſappreſſ2 the Iriſhes in this Kingdome, they did.not-enforce 
the Covenant oq all their Otficers, much leſk, on all Engliſh 
SubjeRs, neither would they then admit that they were obs 
licged by Treaty not to ſead Propoſitions or Bills to the King, 

withoat the concurrance of this Kiagdome. + 
In all this/that we have (41d, it- is far from 0ur meaning to 
affym? any judgement of the Treaties þerween the Kingdoms z 


Galy becauſe your Lordibips have-remitted us tothe Peciges- | 
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tion, for ſatisfaRion to our confciences, as in other particulars, 
ſo in this ofthe breaches, We. have humbly reprefenced to your 
Lordſhips, wherein we are not clear and fatiſfied in our con- 
ſciences, to conſent and concurre for our part upon ſuch 
grounds, And withall, ecing it 15not only our defire as Mef- 
ſengers of Peace, but your Lordſhips profeſſed reſolution in 
this Declaration,that you will aflay all Brotherly and amicable 
wayes, for reparing difterences and making up breaches, Wee 
recommend it to your Lordſhips ſerious thoughts, whether ir 
will not be moſt agreeable to that Brotherly way of procee=-

In your Lordſhips firſt demand which concerneth Religion, 4 
there are ſome things wherewith we can not in our conſcien» 
cesbe ſatisfied, asnamcly, 1x. Becauſe the ficlt two particu» 
lars therein contained , viz, concerning the taking of the 
Covenant,and praRtifing of the DireRory of Worſhip are prel- 
td only upon SubjeRs, which may be interpreted as tending 
to exempt the Kings Majeltie, not only from taking the Cove» 
nant, ( which yet was laudably deficed in the Propoſitions of 
both Kingdomes ) but from having the DireRory of Worthip 
praQtiſed 1n his Family, which was a liberty that his Majeltie 
reſerved to himſelf in his late Conceſlions ſent to us, and in dis- 
verſe mac{lages before ſent to the Houſes of Pacliament at We#f- 
minſter, 2. We find nothing in this demand of any applicati- 
onto be made at, or about the fame time tothe King for ob- 
taining aſſurance from his Majeſtie for his Royall conſent ; But 
of this we have expreſlcd our tclves more fully in anſwer to 
your Lordſhips Paper of the twentieth of this Month.
